Trip Stressed 


Death on Atlanta Streets 


Criminal Court Metes 
Stern Traffic Justice 


By KEELER McCARTNEY 

“If you can find any case in which a driver’s license sus- 
pended by this court was returned by the court before the end of 
the period originally specified, then you may have your license 
back.”’ 

This is the stock answer given in Fulton Criminal Court to 
drivers convicted of serious traffic violations. It has sent many 
‘special privilege’’ seekers upon a vain search for the coveted 

proof. 

‘‘You won't find an instance of this kind in Fulton Criminal 
Court,’’ declared Capt. W. P. Grinstead, supervisor of the State 
Patrol driver responsibility section. 

“Apparently the Fulton judges do not believe in ‘special 
privileges.’ They immediately forward all licenses impounded, to- 
gether with the eonviction record, to us. Then they refuse to be 
drawn into the matter again,” Grinstead said. 

Actually the ‘“‘get tough’ policy on willful traffic violators 
began in Fulton Criminal Court more than five years ago. Judge 
Jesse M. Wood, now of Fulton Superior Court, and retiring Judge 
John S. McClelland adopted the procedure. Both followed it 
religiously. 

When Judge Charles H. Bruce succeeded Judge Wood two years 
ago, Judge Bruce adopted the same standards. Luther Alverson, 
who will succeed Judge McClelland Jan. 1, has indicated he will 
follow the same pattern. 

Where Fulton Criminal Court differs from most other courts 
is in the thoroughness with which Solicitor John I. Kelley and his 
staff prepare cases for trial. In every instance of a serious traific 
charge, the driver record is checked against the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation files and the Patrol] driver record. 

Regardless of where the driver has been convicted before, he 
may be sure they will find him out. 

Fines for drunk driving with no aggravated circumstances 
begin at $100 with an eight-month suspended sentence and perma- 
nent revocation of the driver’s license. Those who are convicted 
upon a second count generally face a prison sentence. 

Fulton Criminal Court is conducted with all the dignity of a 
superior court. This is a precedent of which the judges are justly 
proud and they are determined to keep things that way. 

‘‘We are as interested in protecting the innocent as in punish- 
ing the guilty.”’ Judge Bruce declared. ‘‘When the guilt or inno- 
cence has been established we act accordingly and we insist that 
the punishment stand.”’ 

From the irrefutable facts shown on the records, the punish- 


ment does stand.

Bill Signed 
For Aid to 
Korea Vets 


Actual War Duty 


Is Not Required 


WASHINGTON, July 16—IpR— 
President. Truman today signed| 
a new billion-dollar GI bill of 
rights extending most of the World 
War II benefits to veterans of the 
Korean war. 


The measure provides the new 
crop of ex-servicemen with free 
schooling, government-guaranteed 
home and business loans, muster- 
ing out pay and other advantages. 


90 DAYS’ SERVICE 


Any serviceman honorably dis- 
charged since June 27, 1950, and 
who had at least 90 days’ service, 
will be eligible. Actual service in 
‘Korea is not required. The cut-off 
date was left open and administra- 
‘tion sources said the program 
would be semipermanent. 


The law is designed to eliminate 
‘racketeers and_ chiselers who 
‘preyed on the $16,000,000,000 pro- 
'gram for World War II veterans. 
Government payments for school- 
‘ing now will be made directly to 
the veterans, instead of to the 


schools. 


MAKE OWN DEALS 


The veterans will make their

(This is the fifth in a series on the life of Dwight Eisenhower 
by the famous biographer and author of “Inside Europe,” “Inside 
U. S. A.” and other books.) 


Eisenhower probably has better relations with newspapermen 
as well as with the press as a whole than any American since Roose- 
velt. This is the more remarkable in that jhe does not play favorites, 
practically never gives interviews, and is not particularly accessible. 


At a press conference the general is direct and forceful but 
almost too modest in his approach. He said at one press conference 
during the war that all correspondents should pass any direct quotes 
to the censor, ‘so that you can correct any errors I might make, at 
least in grammar.’’ Several European newspapermen, never having 
seen Eisenhower before, got a lively shock at the SHAPE con- 
ference in April, 1951, because the general was so unprecedentedly 
considerate and informal. 


Early in the war, during the African campaign, he revolution- 
ized the relationship of newspapermen to the high command. He 
decided that he would treat them as friends worthy of trust, and they 
became, in effect, quasi-officers. A momentous occasion came in the 
spring of 1943. He summoned all the correspondents, and, a month in 
advance, astonished them by disclosing in full, comprehensive detail 
the plans for the invasion of Sicily..

The youth of 
the country, he said, is not frus- 
trated or nihilistic but vigorous 
and ‘‘determined to make a con- 
tribution to German democratic 
progress.’’ Then there are the po-| 
litical, economic and social gains’ 
of Germany since establishment of | 
the federal government in the 
autumn of 1949, he added. 

Finally he praised the vigor of 
the German press, which he 
termed ‘‘one of the hopes of the 
country.”’ 

The dangers to Germany, he 
said, are apparent. One is the fear 
of possible aggression from the 
East, which tends to distract men’s 
minds from democracy. Another 
is the desire of some to return to 
the Nazi creed. Finally, and this, 
McCloy emphasized, is the great- 
est danger, there is the public: 
apathy, which could permit some) 
of the Nazi ‘‘excrescenses’”’ to re- 
appear. If the German people are 
alert to these dangers, McCloy pre- 
dicted, they will be able to defeat, 
them. 

As far as Germany’s foreign re- 
lations are concerned, McCloy em- 
phasized that the problem of the 
Saar’s future ‘‘must be solved by 
France and Federal Germany.”

Construction of a $2,500,000 fil-; , 
tration plant at the River pumping 
station to process 15,000,000 gallons 
of water daily, and erection of a 
$400,000 elevated tank to store 
2.000.000 gallons of water for the 
Kirkwood-East Atlanta area were 
included in the distribution 
strengthening project. Waterworks 
Manager Paul Weir said an ad- 
ditional $1.000,000 worth of water 
mains will be needed in the Kirk- 
wood section to get full service! :

And Taft-Hartley 


Late Wednesday afternoon shortly 
after his arrival in Chicago, Sen. Richard 
B. Russell, Georgia’s junior VU. S. sena- 
tor and the state’s candidate for the 
Democratic presidential nomination, 
provided an excellent illustration of the 
old newspaper adage that when a man 
bites a dog, it is news. 

Senator Russell came out for repeal 
of the Taft-Hartley labor act, which he 
previously had given unqualified sup- 
port, both in its adoption and in voting 
to pass it over the President's veto. 

His decision, paradoxically, will sur- 
prise and puzzle his strongest support 
and opposition. In the South and in 
Georgia, much of his support has come 
to him because of. his position on the 
Taft-Hartley Act and on civil rights leg- 
islation. In the North, most of his oppo- 
sition stems from the very same reasons. 
Now he has astounded both. 

In his native state and in the South, 
his following is too strongly committed 
to leave him because of this new po- 
sition. In the industrial East and West, 
labor will take a new look at him. It 
probably will be a Jong look. 


Russell's new position, on the basis of 
quick analysis, seems to add up to good 
politics, without much question that it 
is designed to weaken Senator Kefau- 
ver’s Southern strength and, at the same 
time, prove to organized labor and the 
independent liberals of the country that 
he is indeed a national candidate and 
not one committed merely to the region- 
al conservatism and prejudices generally 
attributed to the South. It will cost him 
the support of the more rabid anti-New 
Deal Southerners, but it is without 
question a bold bid for national labor’s 
support. 

It is also possible that Senator Rus- 
sell, who was most assuredly not behind 
the door when the political brains were 
passed out, has made a deal with the 
New Deal supporters in labor who back 
a strong civil rights plank and that 
they will agree to more moderate civil 
rights legislation in exchange for his 
major compromise. 

And, although Senator Russell has 
come out for abandonment of Taft- 
Hartlev, he has not advocated a return 
to the Wagner Act which placed all re- 
sponsibility for industrial peace on 
management and none on labor. What 
the senator doubtless has in mind is 
something more workable than Taft- 
Hartley and without the features which 
labor finds most objectionable. 

Knowing Senator Russell's razor- 
sharp mind as we do, we are inclined to 
believe he would not have made so 
forthright a decision, knowing full well 
the explosive possibilities of it, had he 
not checked and double-checked all of it 
and decided it was to his political ad- 
vantage. 

. * . 

Senator Russell's star is mounting. 
His major stumbling block so far has 
been civil rights legislation. If he has, 
indeed, cleared this hurdle in a compro- 
mise with the New Deal labor groups, 
his prospects of nomination have great- 
ly increased. As matters now stand, the 
nomination is sure to go to Russell, Ke- 
fauver or Harriman. Of the three cer- 
tainly Senator Russell is the outstanding 
candidate. He qualifies on every count 
for the -presidency. The press is unani- 
mous in praising his qualities of states- 
manship, ability and integrity. His col- 
leagues in both parties have pronounced 
him the best qualified candidate. 

Senator Russell's chief opponent, 
Senator Kefauver, already has seen the 
handwriting on the wall. Else he would 
not have permitted his campaign man- 
ager to make, and continue, his vague 
charges about a “gang-up” on the Ten- 
nessean. The charges obviously have lit- 
tle foundation in fact. They are simply 
a deliberate effort to create a situation 
such as that which gave General Eisen- 
hower the Republican nomination. But 
the circumstances are wholly different. 

The Democratic Convention ought 
not to hesitate to nominate Senator Rus- 
sell. Certainly the old excuse that he is 
from “the wrong state” is hardly valid 
in a united America.

Carmichael Reaffirms 


Antiunit System Stand 


No matter how much Gov. Herman 
Talmadge and James V. Carmichael 
may like each other personally and 
how much each may admire the busi- 
ness ability of the other, the two are 
still poles apart on the subject of the 
county unit. 

, Ina letter of June 30 to The Georgia 
Journal at Macon, Jimmy Carmichael 
Baid, “Nothing has happened to change 
my views on the county unit system. 
My position has always been open on 
this matter and I think everyone in 


Georgia knows where I stand.” 

Where Jimmy stands truly is well 
known. On numerous occasions he has 
expressed strong opposition to the unit 
vote in the primary and to its exten- 
sion to the general election. 

It is good to hear this reaffirmation 
of opposition at a time when those who 
benefit most from the system seek to 
tighten their grip by putting the unit 
vote amendment across in November, 
thus to make the system the basis for 
the general election count. 


We Act Realistically 
In War With Kremlin 


Following close on the heels of the 
announcement that the United States 
has banned distribution of Soviet Union 
publications and pamphlets in the United 
States and closed the Russian-language 
magazine Amerika, the State depart- 
ment reveals plans for stepping up 
the propaganda barrage behind the Iron 
Curtain through the Voice of America. 

Both these actions are wise. In the 
first place, distribution of Amerika had 
become largely a joke. Russians sus- 
pected of reading it were subjected to 
harassment and indignities, destroying 
its effectiveness. 

On the other hand, Russians had 
been given almosf a free hand in dlis- 
tributing their publications and propa- 
ganda treatises in the United States. 
It would be foolish to continue such a 
one-way arrangement. The Voice of 
America can be built into a more effec- 
tive medium. 

The State department might also 
look into the matter of distribution 
of Communist literature by other Iron 
Curtain countries as the next step in 
our efforts to gain free access to in- 
formation. 

In the meantime, Drew Middleton 
writes from Europe that there is evi- 
dence that the Russian “Hate America” 
campaign is falling short of its target 
and that there is a growing passive 
resistance to the Kremlin’s warmonger- 
ing. A stepped-up propaganda cam- 
paign through the Voice of America 
might accelerate this trend. 


At any rate, we are happy to see the 


United States striking back in kind 
at tne Soviet’s bad faith. We should 
retaliete blow for blow for any and all 
Red actions in the cold war.

In light of this legal opinion, Man- 
ager Fuller’s judgment has been vindi- 
cated and he merits a commendation 
for his discretion. 

Once again there has been demon- 
strated the value of a calm, dispassion- 
ate, nonpolitical hand at the helm when 
it cornes to purely administrative func- 
tions of a unit of government.

Truman’s Nod

CHICAGO—Frank E. McKinney, chair- 
man of the Democratic National Committee, 
is a brisk, staccato-like banker, business- 
man and promoter. He handles himself 
well in that crisp fashion in his public 
appearances, as when he outlined before 
assembled newspaper correspondents ar- 
rangements for the party’s convention here 
next week. 

But wry smiles and cynical asides passed 
about as he told how ‘‘streamlined”’ his per- 
formance would be, how it is scheduled 

: ~~ almost to the split sec- 
‘ond, even including the 
traditional oratorical 
flourishes. He figurative- 
ly denied all this later, 
himself, whether he knew 
it or not, when he said 
that this is going to be 
a ‘“‘wide-open’”’ conven- 
tion. Such hardly can be 
businesslike. 
He is, in fact, stage- 
managing the first Dem- 
ocratic convention ‘in 20 years which must 
make some effort to run its own business, 
Its Jast real fight over a presidential can- 
didate was way back in 1932. Since then 
it has bowed, like a tiller chorus, at the 
nod of one man. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
nodded ‘“‘yes’’ four times; Harry Truman, 
once. Mr. Truman has shaken his head 
‘‘no’’ this time. 

Now, from every side, there are hopeful 
gentiemen nodding ‘‘yes’’ like so many 
metronomeés, monotonously—but much more

The first calls for careful and well-con- 
sidered steps. 

As for the second—well, it’s all right to 
speak boldly about ‘‘a people’s convention’’ 
and to proclaim, as did Chairman McKin- 
ney, that everything is going to be in the 
open under the scrutiny of press, radio and 
television. But, please, not too earnestly. 

For here, next week, a “‘people’s con- 
vention”’ can mean only one thing—a long, 
tall, stoical sort of fellow with a mooncalf 
grin by name of Estes Kefauver. 

The real managers of the coming con- 
vention do not, of course, want any monkey 
business noised around, any political *‘Black 
Sox”’ scandal. That would create a bad im- 
pression, 

But neither do they want Estes. So, if 
it becomes necessary, they'll shove this 
‘‘neople’s convention”’ into a telephone booth 
with the other end of the line leading into 
a room at the White House and again, as 
since 1936, seek the help of one man’s word. 

Not for himself—for he’s out of it—but 
for some ‘‘man who’’ other than Estes. 

Sooner or later, it is generally agreed 
here, that ‘‘word’’ will be needed to bring 
order out of chaos—and will come.

Reporters Pass 


The Kerr Test 


CHICAGO—It made me blush with pride 
to be a newspaperman the other night after 
watching a knot of colleagues stand up and 
slug it out like ladies and gentlemen with 
gruffly insulting Sen. Bob Kerr of Oklahoma. 

Candidate Kerr, submitting to a grilling 
on Larry Spivak and Martha Rountree’s 
TV nation’s press conference, patently felt

quiring reporter either 
knew nothing about the

But the newspaper peo- 
ple refused to fold under 
Kerr’s sarcastic or downright abusive re- 
plies, usually prefaced by the reporter’s 
last name—without the prefix of ‘Mr.’ 
They kept after their man with intelligent 
questions, rolled under his counter-punches, 
and refused to lose their tempers—even after 
a contemptible offer by Kerr to buy one of 
the country’s top reporters ‘‘a hundred-dol- 
lar suit’’ if what the reporters was asking 
was true.

‘‘Would that mine adversary had written 
a book’’ complained the prophet Job. This 
beef has become one-of the most compelling 
thoughts in political warfare. The Demo- 
crats are already at work combining the 
written and spoken remarks of General 
Eisenhower in search of bomerangs. 

Right ‘now their No. 1 boomerang find is 
Ike’s casual remark in Chicago, when asked 
for the umptieth time if he was really a Re- 
publican: ‘‘Back where I come from, to 
call a man a Democrat was like calling him 
the town drunk.’’ 

Democratic orators from President Tru- 
man down will remind the general of that 
one many thousands of times between now 
and November 4—as the general attempts 
to coax several million voters to leave the 
Democratic fold and vote for him. 

A second line of attack on the GOP ticket 
was tipped by Jake Arvey, boss of the Dem- 
ocrats in Cook County. He said the Eisen- 
hower forces weakened themselves imme- 
diately after the general gained the nomina- 
tion by inviting to join them the very forces 
which they had successfully accused of 
thievery.

The doctors concluded that the line repre= 
sented the patient's selfish circle of interests 
and they felt that if, bit by bit, they could 
enlarge the circle to include other people 
the man might get well. 


It took months of quiet persuading but 
the man’s interests did grow. The loving 
and devoted care of one nurse in particular 
found response in the patient's selfish soul, 
Later the man realized that the doctor's 
attentions were more kind than professional. 
The doctor said to an associate, “The day | 
that man thanked me, genuinely and sine 
cerely showed appreciation for what I was 
doing for him, that day I knew that sound- 
ness of mind was returning.”’ 


We all live in a circle of interests, exe 
periences, and memories, of work and play 
and associations. How big is the circle you 
live in? How many persons, for instance, 
do you sincerely love?

A plea to end war bv worldwide nudism 
has heen made by the Rey. Isley Boone of 
the American Sunbathing Association of 
Mays Landing, N. J. The Rev. Mr. Boone 
is a pioneer no doubt, but evidently no kin 
to Daniel B. or Estes Kefauver.

As a matter of fact. 
the bare fact that is, if what the sunbathers’ 
spokesman says is sound, then there should 
have been no warring during the Dark 
Ages—socalled because it was knighttime— 
when man hid face and form beneath cloak 
and hood of iron. 


The tipping of the hat, historians tell 
us, is traceable to that time. When a peace- 
ful pair of ‘‘sirs’’ in hard-top suits met on 
the road, each rolled back his visor that 
he might be recognized as friend, not foe.

Fourteen members of City Council refused to take a 
stand on extending rent control here after Mayor Hars!field 
said Wednesday he would approve an extension until Apri!

Now 
the Federal Government has act- 
ed to end them,’’ Jackson said. 

“Rental property owners are 
paying about 50 per cent more in 
taxes this year as a result of the 
Plan of Improvement and there 
is no homestead exemption for 
rental property,’’ he declared. 

“Any attempt to extend controls 
would be a breach of faith with 
those people who have _ invested 
their life savings in real estate,’’ 
Jackson said. 


AGREES ON DECONTROL 
Concurring with Jackson on lift- 
ing controls were Aldermen Cobb 
C. Torrance and Colie B. Whitaker 
and Councilman Jimmy Vickers. 
While council members pondered, 
55 employees faced dismissal from 
area and regional rent stabiliza- 
tion offices. *“‘We’re looking at the 
help wanted ads,’’ one remarked. 
S. C. Mallott, Deputy Regional 
Director of the Office of Rent Sta- 
hilization, said it was office policy 
to give ‘‘every assistance possible’’ 
in transferring dismissed employ- 
ees to other government jobs. All 
ORS workers have recéived notice 
that their jobs may not last past 
Sept. 30.

The Wage Stabilization Board 
Wednesday approved a wage in- 
crease for 50.000 Southern Bell em- 
ployees in the. South, including 
more than 8,000 in Georgia. 

The. raises, retroactive to June 8, 
range from $2.50 to $6 a week de- 
pending on the job, the phone com- 
pany said. Approximately 3,750 At- 
Janta employees are affected. 

Lane Hubbard, Southern Bell’s 
(Georgia manager, said the increas- 
es will ‘‘necessarily require more 
revenue’ and that the company 
plans to ask the Georgia Public 
Service Commission for an ad- 
justment in rates to offset added 
wage costs. 

‘There is no margin in our in- 
comé to absorb additional costs,”’ 
Hubbard said. ‘‘When telephone 
rates in Georgia were established 
in November, 1951, the amount au- 
thorized was more than $4,000,000 
below the amount requested and 
badly needed at that time. In ad- 
dition to the previous rate adjust- 
ment being inadequate, the new 
wage increases just approved will 
place an additional burden on our 
financial condition and reduce our 
earnings to an even lower level.’’ 

The phone company said _ the 
raises would cost an _ additional 
$13.000.000 annuolly, including 
about $2,000,000 in Georgia.

Women white collar workers in 
Atlanta are receiving higher wages 


for nine of 20 comparable occupa- - 


tions than their counterparts in 
Birmingtiam, Jacksonville and 
Hampton Roads, Va. In no category 
do local male office workers top , 
the other three areas. 

It doesn’t mean that women are 
making more than men in Atlanta, 
but it does mean they are faring 
better regionally, BLS Regional 
Director Brunswick Bagdon_ ex- 
plained. 

Women secretaries, averaging 
$60 a week in Atlanta, present the 
most outstanding salary compari- 
son. Their salaries are $3.50 per 
week higher than Birmingham and 
Hampton Roads and $6.50 above 
Jacksonville. 

The average woman stenographer 
here is getting $50 a week; billing 
machine operator, $45.50, and 
typist, $46. They are earning an 
average of $1.50 to $4 more a week 
than in the other cities 
Salaries for Atlanta men office 
workers, on the other hand, show 
a reverse tendency in seven com- 
parable occupations. Accounting 
clerks, numerically the most im- 
portant white ocllar job for men, 
are paid $58.50 per week—$3 more 
than Jacksonville but $6.50 less 
than Birmingham. Hand bookkeep- 
ers are averaging $70 here, $72.50 
in Birmingham and $74 at Hampton 
toads. 


Bagdon cited two reasons which} 


may explain why the women have 
an edge on other places: The labor 
market is “‘pretty tight’’ here still, 


and the Jarge number of big busi-: 


ness regional offices, in general, 
pav better than local organizations. 

He pointed out that average earn- 
ings for most Atlanta women of- 
fice workers are $2 to $5 a week 
more than last year. 

The figures supplied by BLS are 
based on preliminary findings 
which will be incorporated in the 
near future into a broad cross- 
industry wage study of important 
Southern cities.

CHICAGO, July 16*-In candid 
recognition of the fact there are 
almost 2,000,000 more women of 
voting age in the’ nation than 
men, the Democratic National 
Convention will accord the fe- 
male sex a considerably larger 
role in the proceedings starting 
next Monday than their Repub- 
lican sisters received. 

There will be 525 women dele- 
gates and alternates, against 
380 at the Republican convention. 
Tuesday will be virtually ‘‘La- 
dies’ Day” at the convention 
with most of one session devoted 
to an “‘all-star’’ feminine lineup 
of speakers. 


WOMEN SPEAKERS 

The program includes speech- 
es by Mrs. India Edwards, party 
vice chairman and head of its 
women's division, Mrs. Fleanor 
Roosevelt, Mrs. Perle Mesta, 
minister to Luxembourg, Mrs. 
Fugenie Anderson, ambassador 
to Denmark and Mrs. Georgia 
Neese Clark, treasurer of the 
United States. 

At the Republican convention, 
there were four principal women 
speakers, but they were inter- 
spersed on the speaking pro- 
gram, minimizing the feminine 
impact. 

FEMALE SECRETARY 

As with the Republicans, the 
national committee secretary 
who will read the convention call 
and perform other secretarial 
chores is a woman, Mrs. Doro- 
thy Vredenburgh, of Vreden- 
burgh, Ala. 

There will be 203 woman dele- 
gates and 322 alternates—13 
more, altogether, than at the 
1948 Democratic convention.

Veteran, Wife Outline 


Steps in Homebuilding 


This is the first in @ series of five articles dealing with the 
problems of a young couple building their first dream house on a 
limited budget.

Rodney and Bettijo Cook had been married a year. 


They were 


tired of the confinement of apartment “house living, and yearned for 
a home of their own—a brick dreamhouse on a tree-shaded hill, a 
house that was simple yet elegant and designed especially for them 


and their type of living. 

They knew exactly what they 
wanted. For a year Bettijo had 
clipped magazine pictures of 
Early American interiors. Rod- 
ney had saved photos of houses, 
and their dreamhouse had been 
the subject of many a long eve- 
ning’s discussion. 

But the realization of dreams 
cost money, and the Cooks had 
plenty of arithmetic problems to 
solve before they decided they 
could afford their dream. 

Rodney, being a veteran, de- 
cided that if he availed him- 
self of a GI loan he would have 
enough cash for a down pay- 
ment. (Since that time GI loans 
have become harder to. get. 
However, under lifted restric- 
tions, the veteran who do@s get 
one today can plan to put ar 
$580 down payment on a $10,000 
house, $900 on a $12,000 house, 
$1,450 on a $13,000 house and 
$2,550 on a $15,000 house.) 

The Cooks figured that their 


closing costs, which include the 
title policy, a year’s hazard in- 
surance in advance and a year's 
taxes in advance and a record- 
ing fee, would run them about 
$350 or $400. (This is a cash 
payment which must be paid at 
the same time @s the down pay- 
ment.) 

Though the monthly payment 
of their mortgage would run 
them only about the same 
amount they were paying for 
rent on their apartment, bills 
for water, gas, electricity, tele- 
phone, insurance, taxes and the 
upkeep of their yard and home 
would run this amount up to $35 
or $40 more than their present 
rent expense. 

But the Cooks decided that, 
though it wouldn’t be easy to 
build their dreamhouse, it would 
not be impossible. And ,they 
were willing te accept the re- 
sponsibility. Their next prob- 
problem was to find a lot.

With our perennial rush, plus 
the advent of concentrated foods, 
the American public just doesn’t 
eat as it should or could. At least 
this is the opinion of William S. 
Hart, Atlanta restaurateur. 

A native of Cologne, Germany, 
Mr. Hart’s experience in the eat- 
ing business includes’jobs in Eu- 
rope and the United States, from 
busboy at the Waldorf to head of 
the dining room service with the 
Dinkler hotel system here. 

Here are his recipes for two 
summertime favorites: 

COLD VICHYSOISSE 

Cut coarsely: 

One medium onion 

Two leeks 

Two pieces celery. 

Saute until tender, but do not 
allow to color. Use either a 
chicken stock or veal _ stock, 
made by boiling the chicken or 
veal bones with some celery, on- 
ions and carrots. Strain into the 
sauted vegetables about two 
quarts of stock. 

Cut into quarters six medium 
potatoes, let simmer on a slow 
fire for about one hour, remove 
and press through a fine strain- 
er. (Note: the puree from the 
potatoes and vegetables is want- 
ed, so press firmly.) 

Set in container, add one jig- 
ger sherry wine and let cool. 
When ready to serve, for each 
cup add two teaspoons cream 
and some chopped chives and 
stir until blended. Serve 10 cups.
